The Kind of Voting Women Wlio Watched 


tho Looms Forty Tears Ago. 


'mien, at the beginning of the century, the 


cotton business arose it afforded the girls of 
Bow England the first opiwrtunity to find 
occupation outside thoir homes sufficiently 
important to affect the destiny of any Urge 
number of thorn. They rushed into tho now 
opening not dreaming that they were pre- 
cipitating their eex into tho maelstrom of 
modern industry, or that they were merely 
the advance guard of a great army of female 
workers, whose disadvantageous attitude 
towards economic forces is one of the most 
fruitful sources of suffering iu our social 
body. 


It was not tho stupid girl who in that early 


day broke away from the monotony of farm 
life, or the btill worse helplessness of exist- 
ence with parents too poor to bo farmers. 
It 


was the bright, eager young women who 
wont to tho mills to earn money and free 
theriiselves from the semi-servitude engen- 
dered by de[)endenco on relatives. Tho story 
has often been told of the I/owell factory girls 
who published a paper, and in time settled to 
no moaner avocation than that of author or 
social reformer. 


There are legends also of a generation of 


Yankee mill girls who sent to Preston 8. 
Brooks tho suggestive tribute of thirty pieces 
of silver, after his assault upon Charles Bum- 
ner. But the careers concerning which these 
stories aro related belong to a late period in 
the history of the Americans' connection with 
the manual part of cotton manufacture, and 
some of them were exceptionally striking. 
Btill, such ' Incidents indicate something 
which it is Important to understand, and 
that Is that the nice girls of Now England 
for many years became mill operatives. Of 
course, I do not mean that such labor was 
ever aristocratic, but that it passed a certain 
social sanction which it does not now com- 
mand. A consideration of tho average for- 
tunes of the native help leads to the same 
conclusion. 


The mill girl had worldly superiors then 


as tho dressmaker, tho typewriter, tho tele- 
graph operator, the common school teacher, 
has now, but she was from exactly tho same 
stock and was herself just the same sort of 
girl as aro tho ones who now follow these dif- 
ferent vocations. She maintained her dig- 
nity whilo in the mill, and if she left it before 
she grew old it was because she wanted to 
leave it—usually because some man widely 
wanted to marry her. Her marringo was 
generally sensible, and sometimes brilliant. 
In studying tho traditions of the whole period, 
one finds occasional hints of that romance 
which attaches to all history, as amid tho 
homely details one catches now and then a 
glimpse of ideal beauty, and comes upon the 
trace of some girl whose loveliness attracted 
n fate quite different from that of her village 
comrades. It is happily duo to the purity of 
Now England ethics that this fate is more 
often found to be joyful than sad. 


I suppose it would bo impossible to obtain 


statistics which would tell us much either of 
tho life of the Americans who wore opera- 
tives or of tho after fate of then- descendants. 
But every person who has been long familiar 
with tho native residents in the older manu- 
facturing towns Is necessarily acquainted 
with many family histories, which reveal the 
essential features of that former time, when 
factories were small and owners and workers 
wore often not only neighbors but friends. 
Tlioy wcro all subjected to the ancient New 
England village tradition of substantial 
equality. They were of one blood, they held 
to one religion, and called each other very 
generally by their Christian names. 
"Of 


that early time," writes a lady now more 
than 80 years old, "I have many recollections, 
when tho wife of Mr. 8 
met the wives of 


overseers, not only in her church work or at 
prayer meetings, but in social equality,"— 
Atlaulic Monthly.

EXCITING ACCOUNTS OF ADVENT- 


URES IN CLOUDLAND. 


The Oldest Living Aeronaut Relates Some 


of Hta Experiences—Fulling lato the 
Bar from a Storm Tonsed llalloon—A 
Battle with Housetop*. 
George Elliott was bora on the Franklin 


road, about throe miles from the city limits 
ot Baltimore), In which city ho is passing his 
old age. 
He Is now 84 years old. 
Professor 


Elliott was at an early age apprenticed to the 
shoe tracio. After the completion of his ap- 
prenticeship be begun business on Baltimore 
street, iu the spring of 1SH4 the town was 
flooded with posters, stating that Professor 


famous balloonist, would give ex- 


hibitions of his skill and daring from 
Federal Hill lot. Elliott, becoming great- 
ly interested in theso ascensions, made 
Ihe acquaintance of Professor Mills and 
Kcured from him the promise of an OS- 
tension as soon as he should return from 
Philadelphia. Professor Hills' ascension at 
Philadelphia, however, was unsuccessful. 
His balloon become unmanageable, and, find- 
ing himself drifting seaward, with both night 
and a storm coming on, made a perilous 
Jump into the top of a grove of pine trees, 
abandoning his balloon and severely injuring 
himself. 


Young Elliott had by this time become 


thoroughly enthused upon the subject, and 
nothing but a trial would satisfy him. 
Everybody laughed at the idea of plain 
George Elliott, whom thoy all knew so well, 
going up in a balloon. Nothing daunted, 
Bowever, he succeeded in saving sufficient 
money to buy the materials and made a hand- 
some balloon. 


THEY WIRE PICKLID. 


Professor Elliott, in speaking of his adven- 


tured, said: "I made my.first ascension on 
Aug. 5,1834, the twenty-ninth anniversary of 
my birth. I took with me as companion a 
little sou of Ur. Redman, proprietor of a sa- 
loon on Pratt street. After being in tbe air 
for about a balf hour we were overtaken hy 
a terrible storm, and came near losing our 
lives. I was afterward told by the spectators 
that it was an awful eight to see the balloon 
tossed hither and thither among tho black 
clouds, with tho lightning playing about it as 
though it offered some terrible fascination 
for that destructive fluid. The mother of tho 
boy who was with me fainted at the sight, 
and was thought to be dead. The storm quiet- 
Ing, wo sailed toward the bay. 


"When off Hawkins' point the valve be- 


came disarranged, and wo were precipitated 
Into the water. The steamer Maryland was 
coming up the river with r»n excursion party 
from Annapolis. 
Those on board sighted uf 


whilo wo were still in midair, and when they 
saw us falling a panic prevailed on board. 
The st«amer was so near us that I could see 
the commotion on her, and to quiet it told the 
boy, who maintained wonderful presence of 
mind, to wave his hat, which he did, amid 
great cheering. We were taken on board the 
uteamor and congratulated. One old lady, 
putting her arms around my neck, said: 'The 
Lord has preserved youf Referring to our 
briny bath, I replied: 'No, ma'am; he has 
pickled us.' 


"Nothing of Interest happened on my sec- 


ond ascension, except that it was a singular 
coincidence that I should light in the same 
cherry tree in Hartford county that Durand, 
the first man to moke on ascension from Bal- 
timore, landed the year previous. On my 
third ascension I landed at North Point By 
this tune I was fascinated with the profession 
which I had adopted. It had raised mo from 
a comparatively obscure shoemaker to tbe 
height of local fame. Everybody was talk- 
ing of my exploits. Determining to seek 
new fields, I left Baltimore for Charleston, 
8.C. 


LANDING IK THE BAY. 


"My first ascension from Charleston was 


made from Meeting street. I was carried 
seaward over John and James islands, and 
landed on Wadmelo island. Dr. Angel, an 
immensely wealthy planter, resided on Wad- 
melo island amid almost oriental luxuries. 
Ha was highly pleased with my unexpected 
visit. After spending the night at his house, 
I was taken back to Charleston by his race 
boat, manned by twelve sturdy black men. 
My second ascension was uneventful. On 
my third, I reached the height of three and a 
half or four miles, and was in the air about 
Dno or three-quarters of an hour, having 
been unable to descend earlier on account of 
some difficulty in opening the valve of the 
balloon. \Vhen I descended it was perfectly 
dark, and I alighted in the bay about ten or 
twelve miles outside the bar, where I re- 
mained tor several hours supported by the 
balloon, when a skiff from pilot boat Cora, 
Capt. Aldert, catno to my relief. I was' 
transferred from the Cora, in tho vicinity of 
Sullivan's Island, to the steamboat Etiwan. 
Capt. Sassord, which boat had been dispatched 
to my assistance at a late hour of tho night. 


"After the events I continued my tour to 


New Orleans, where I made ascensions from 
a part of town colled Lafayette. My first 
trip occupied three hours, and I landed on the 
battleground where Gen. Jackson, with his 
Kentucky and Mississippi riflemen, defeated 
Gen. Pakenham, with his English regulars 
in 1815. 


A DANGEROUS RIDE. 


"My second ascension, which was the most 


unfortunate I have ever had, was made from 
the state house yard. The ascension, accord 
ing to advertisement, was to bo mado at 4 p 
m.; but at midday the wind began to blow 
(rom the east, and as it appeared to be on the 
increase, I determined to start as soon as pos- 
sible. Dr. Btilfwell, a wealthy merchant 
had engaged passage; but, the weather look 
ing so bad, I refused to take him, much tc 
that gentleman's disgust. Making all ready, 
jumped into the cor,and, watching my chance, 
when the ballon reached its perpendicular 
gavo the word to lot go. A slight delay oc- 
curred before executing the order, and a 
heavy flaw of wind struck tho balloon just as 
(he bounded from the earth. Before I hac 
time to think the car of the balloon collide: 
with the tall chimney on the state house 
knocking about ten feet of it down aud bruis- 
ing me considerably. Fifteen bricks fell in 
tbe car, the weight of which was not suffi- 
cient to bring the balloon to tho ground, yet 
was too great to permit it to rise higher in 
tho air. Consequently, under tho Influence 
of the wind, which was on tho increase, tho 
balloon went careening just a few feet above 
the housetops.. 


"With frantic energy I began throwing 


bricks, sand bags and everything I could out 


• tho cor. While thus engaged I kept a 


sharp lookout Presently I saw that a col- 
lision with the dormer window of the Bank 
of Louisiana was unavoidable, and prepared 
myself for it by crouching down In the car. 
The balloon escaped it, but the cor, from the 
momentum it hod gained, was thrown clear 
through the window, smashing the sash, and 
then as violently jerked out ag^in. 
The 


shock of tho collision broke my thigh, and 
rendered mo senseless. The balloon continued 
Its flight until caught in the rigging of a 
Dutch ship which was lying alongside tbe 
levee. I was rescued from my perilous posi- 
tion."—Baltimore American.

A Long Railroad. 


Tho great railroad projected by tho Rus- 


sian government, and spoken of variously as 
tho "Obi railroad," tho "Siberian 1'acific 
railroad,'' etc., will be, if completed, tho 
longest single lino of railway in tho world 
Tho country which this lino will open up for 
commercial purposes is vast in extent and 
practically untouched thus far, no commerce 
existing ezi ept what is carried on by most 
primitive methods. 
It will undoubtedly 


prove pr%luctivo when opened for settlement, 
as the writings of Mr. Georgo Kennan lead 
us lo boliore. Tho road will extend from 
Tiuineu, in Western Siberia, to Vladivostock, 
a Russian port on tho Tacifie coast, a distance 
of 4,000 mil-'S. Tho cost is estimated at be- 
tween $30,000 and $40,000 per mile. The 
greater part ol tho proposed route presents 
few enginoc ring difficulties, tho chief of these 
being Lridt 03 oi groat size, which most bo 
built over tho great rivers. Tho Tobal, the 
Irtish, tbo Yorn, tho Obi and tho Yenisei will 
all require long bridges, with sub-structures 
of great sti ungth to resist tho pressure of tho 
Ice.—riiilat'iolphia American.
